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swer, came at the climax of a tumultuous day. 
It was asked by the keeper of the prison, and 
was answered by the Apostle to the Gentiles. 

Paul and Silas had been doing a good work in 
preaching the gospel of Christ, and its effect was 
evident in many areas of life. Many had been saved, 
and the devil was cast out of a young maiden. This 
angered the owners of the maid who had used her 
for gain, and they had Paul and Silas cast into prison. 
Their backs were beaten; they were cast into prison, 
and the jailer who asked the question was charged 
with the safety of the prisoners. 

At the midnight hour, Paul and Silas prayed and 
sang praises to God. Their worship was heard by 
others, and most important, it was heard by the Lord 
of all glory, who sent an earthquake and opened the 
doors of the prison. The keeper of the prison was 
awakened by this terrible earthquake, and seeing the 
doors of the prison open felt that the prisoners had 
all escaped. He knew he was in for a rough time at 
the hands of the officials, and he reasoned that the 
easiest way out was to take his own life. He was 
prevented from this hasty act, however, by the as- 
suring words of Paul, “We are all here; do thyself no 
harm.” Ascertaining the fact that they were there, 
this man asked the question out of the depths of his 
soul, “What must I do to be saved?” 

This is not a new question. This question has been

asked many times in almost the same form, though 
the words may have varied a little. The multitude who 
thronged to hear John the Baptist as he fearlessly 
proclaimed the gospel of Christ were pricked to their 
hearts, and their cry is recorded in Luke 3:10, “What 
shall we do then?” It was asked by the people who 
listened to the Apostle Peter on that memorable day 
after the outpouring of the Holy Ghost on the Day 
of Pentecost. He preached to them of the Lord Jesus 
Christ and His atoning death upon the cross of Cal- 
vary, and of His resurrection and ascension into glory, 
and of His coming again. Acts 2:37 records the an- 
guished cry of these souls, “Men and brethren, what 
shall we do?” This same question was asked by Saul 
of Tarsus as he was on the road to Damascus when he 
was struck down by a mighty light and the hand of 
God. Acts 9:6 records his question, “What wilt thou 
have me to do?” 

This age-old question is asked by the man in the 
text. This is the most important question ever asked, 
and the most enlightening answer ever received. No 
doubt it is one you have often pondered, and it may 
even be pressing itself upon your conscience now. It is 
well that it is, for in this question is involved issues 
of time and eternity. 


WHAT MUST I DO? This question implies 
that some action on man’s part is demanded. The 
jailer recognized his lost condition. There was thrust 
suddenly upon his conscience the knowledge that his 
relationship with God. was not in good condition, 
and that he was alienated and apart from the Lord 
Jesus Christ. He suddenly recognized that his self- 
righteousness had become as filthy rags and in the 
sight of God he was lost and undone. Conviction seized 
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upon his soul, for he knew that he was without Christ, 
cut off, alienated, that he had no righteousness, no 
relationship with Almighty God; and he felt that he 
was lost without hope. Such conviction would prompt 
the question that was asked by the jailer. 

This jailer may not have been a criminal. There 
was no record that indicates he was an especially 
wicked man. He may not have been possessed with 
wicked vices as many in that day were. For all we 
know, he was just a public servant, discharging the 
obligation that his job demanded of him. He may have 
treated his wife and his family well; his life may 
have been morally clean so far as the world was con- 
cerned, but he was lost and he recognized the fact 
that he was lost in his question, “What must I do to be 
saved?” 

The question asked by the jailer pinpoints the life 
of every man, woman, boy and girl who is without 
Christ today. He is lost; he is without the benefits 
of the atoning blood of Christ upon his soul and it 
means death. This man in desperate agony cried out, 
“What must I do to be saved?” 

This question also implies that there was contri- 
tion on the part of the jailer. Not only must a man 
feel conviction for his sins—be convicted of the fact 
that he is lost and that without Christ he is hopeless- 
ly undone—but he must have some contrition for his 
past action and a desire on his part‘to mend his ways 
and turn to God. This was evidenced in the life of the 
jailer by the question that he asked. In asking this 
question he was figuratively saying, “I am tired of my 
way of sin and I recognize that it is of no avail. I am 
aware of the fact that death is not the way out of 
the trap of the evil one and I am sorry for my sins. 
I am asking you, what must I do to be saved? What 
must I do wo change my way of living? What must I 
do to find peace and the happiness that is exhibited 
in the lives of men whose backs have been beaten and 
who are chained in the jail, and yet who have the 
courage and inner peace to sing praises unto God in 
such a condition as that? This is the salvation for 
which I am looking. This is the way that I want. What 
must I do to be saved?” 

This poor jailer who was engulfed in sin’s dark 
night was not alone. There are many in this world 
today who are blinded to the glorious light of salva- 
tion; they are hopeless prisoners of darkness, save 
for the fact that Christ died for the ungodly. If you 
are wandering in despair, wondering where hope can 
come from, listen to the answer that was given this 
important question. Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ 
and thou shalt be saved. There is much involved in 
this process of believing, for it means more than just 
a head knowledge. It means more than just an assent 
unto the truth. It means more than just recognizing 
some historical fact. Believing on the Lord. Jesus 
Christ is believing the way the Scripture said, for 
John 17:38 states, “He that believeth on me, as the 
scripture hath said, out of his belly shall flow rivers 
of living water.” Scriptural belief is that which takes 
hold of the promises of God and meets every condi- 
tion that is held forth in the promise. 
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TO BELIEVE ON THE Lord Jesus Christ 
will involve repentance, for this is what is commanded 
in the Word of God. The men whose hearts were 
pricked with conviction on the Day of Pentecost cried 
out, “Men and brethren, what shall we do?” Then 
Peter said unto them, “Repent, and be baptized every 
one of you in the name of Jesus Christ for the re- 
mission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost,” Acts 2:38. One of the first steps in be- 
lieving on the Lord Jesus Christ and obtaining salva- 
tion is that of repentance. This same commandment is 
given in Acts 3:19, “Repent ye therefore, and be con- 
verted, that your sins may be blotted out, when the 
times of refreshing shall come from the presence of 
the Lord.” In this verse, the blotting out of sins is 
contingent upon our repenting of past actions and 
acts in our lives. 

To one whose life was characterized as being in the 
gall of bitterness, and who is bound by the bondage 
of iniquity, the advice is given him, “Repent therefore 
of this thy wickedness, and pray God, if perhaps the 
thought of thine heart may be forgiven thee,” Acts 
8:22. There is this further admonition given in Acts 
17:30, “And the times of this ignorance God winked 
at; but now commandeth all men every where to re- 
pent.” The words of our Lord Jesus Christ Himself 
are so emphatic upon this point of repentance. His 
words are recorded by Luke in Luke 13:3, “I tell you, 
Nay: but, except ye repent, ye shall all likewise per- 
ish.” He re-emphasizes this statement in the fifth 















































verse, “I tell you, Nay: but except ye repent, ye shall 
all likewise perish.” 

To actually believe on the Lord Jesus Christ as the 
Scripture has said, we must of necessity repent of 
our sins. In fact, when one feels the load and the 
weight of sin upon him, and the sorrow that sin 
brings to one’s life, he will cr’ out as the Psalmist 
David in Psalm 38:18, “For I will declare mine iniquity; 
I will be sorry for my sin.” This is the first step to- 
ward obtaining release from sin’s bondage and the 
birth of eternal hope in our souls. 

The second step in answering this question, “What 
must I do to be saved?” is found in the act of con- 
fession—“That if thou shalt confess with thy mouth 

. and with, the mouth confession is made unto 
salvation” (Romans 10:9, 10). 1 John 1:9, “If we con- 
fess our sins, he is faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all unrighteousness.” Here 
salvation is contingent upon the confession of our 
sins. If we confess our sins, He is faithful and just 
to forgive us. His faithfulness of forgiveness is just 
as faithful as our confession of sins. If we cover our 
sins we cannot prosper. If we confess and forsake our 
sins the Lord Jesus Christ will have mercy upon us, 
and will cleanse our souls from the stain of sin. 

God Almighty has the record of our sins in heaven. 
The recording angel has recorded our lives from the 
earliest day until this present time. He knows our 
thoughts; he knows our actions; it is all recorded in 
the great book of heaven. If one really desires salva- 
tion when he comes to God, his repentance will em- 
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I asked for bread; God gave a stone instead. 
Yet, while I pillowed there my weary head, 
The angels made a ladder of my dreams, 
Which upward to celestial mountains led. 

And when I woke beneath the morning’s beams, 
Around my resting place fresh manna lay; 
And, praising God, I went upon my way. 

For I was fed.

body confession. He will be sorry for his sins, and 
then with this godly sorrow comes the confession that 
he is guilty of all that God has him charged with. 
Every sin is to be confessed to God. The sinner ac- 
knowledges that he is guilty, that in him is no right- 
eousness but all of his righteousness is through Jesus 
Christ and in God the Father; that he is nothing 
and that God is all. “Nothing in my hand I bring; 
simply to Thy cross I cling.” 


THE THIRD STEP IN ANSWER to this 
question, “What must I do to be saved?” is found in 
recognizing that our only hope is in Christ Jesus, the 
Lord of glory. Abandon all of our hopes, abandon 
our own means of salvation, and trust only in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Acts 4:12, “Neither is there salva- 
tion in any other: for there is none other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby we must be saved.” 
There is no other hope, there is no other name, there 
is no other way. Jesus Christ is our only hope, our 
only stay. We must depend upon Him entirely. We 
must cast away all of our false hopes and aspirations. 
We must cast aside all our efforts at salvation and 
trust only in the Lord Jesus who is the hope of all 
the world. 


The fourth step in answer to this question, “What 
must I do to be saved?” follows in natural sequence. 
First, one repents; second, he confesses; third, he rec- 
ognizes that his only hope is in the Lord. There re- 
mains, therefore, the inevitable. Call on the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Romans 10:13, “For whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the Lord shall be saved.” Let our 
prayers ascend heavenward. Let us have the note of 
urgency as did the blind man, “Jesus, thou Son of 
David, have mercy on me.” And when the crowd would 
have quieted the blind man, he cried the louder. Let 
not the clamor of the world hinder you from calling 
on the Lord. Let not friends and acquaintances keep 
you from calling on the Lord. Let not any false hope 
deter you from one avowed purpose of calling on the 
name of the Lord Jesus Christ, for as surely as you call 
upon the name of the Lord, you shall be saved. The 
devils of hell cannot hinder it. If you have truly re- 
pented and confessed, recognized that your only hope 
is in the Lord, and out of the depths of your helpless- 
ness you call on the Lord, God for Christ’s sake will 
stretch forth His hand in tender mercy and save you 
from a devil’s hell and from the depths of despair, and 
will plant in your soul the righteousness of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


The fifth step in answer to this question, “What 
must I do to be saved?” is perhaps a very simple one. 
Many have stumbled over its simplicity. Many have 
looked for a more difficult way, and for’a harder task 
to accomplish in order to reach the end. Many have 
refused such simple truths and have died without 
Christ. It is a simple step; it is this, have faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ and you shall be saved. 
Is it not simple? This is an easy way. Have faith in 
God. 

The story is told of some sailors who were sailing

part of the pastor or evangelist, but on the 
part of both ministers and laity—a church- 
wide consecration. 

Solomon prayed a very sincere and earnest prayer 
in dedication of the Temple which ‘he had built. For 
many things, and in many circumstances, he asked 
God to answer the people’s prayer. In giving Solomon 
his answer, God gave us a proposition for His answer- 
ing our prayers. 2 Chronicles 7:12-14, “And the Lord 
appeared to Solomon by night, and said unto him, I 
have heard thy prayer, and have chosen this place to 
myself for an house of sacrifice. If I shut up heaven 
that there be no rain, or if I command the locusts to 
devour the land, or if I send pestilence among my 
people; if my people which are called by my name, 
shall humble themselves, and pray, and seek my face, 
and turn from their wicked ways; then will I hear 
from heaven, and will forgive their sin, and will heal 
their land.” 

Notice, He told Solomon that He had “chosen this 
place to myself for an house of sacrifice.” I under- 
stand that this is the only mention in the Old Testa- 
ment of such a choosing. The reason for it all lies in 
the fact that they were people called by His name. 
This denotes dedication, and dedication embodies con- 
secration. 

One phase of consecration is faith—faith in God, 
faith in the church, faith in self. Noah was possibly 
the laughingstock of the people as he labored on an 
ark in a dry land. Even though the scoffers were pres- 
ent to try their best to discourage him, Noah had a 
steadfast faith in his God that one day He would 
show an unbelieving people that he had not worked 
in vain. The floods came, and again faith was hon- 
ored. Moses refused to let Pharaoh keep the children 
of Israel. By faith he led them to the Promised Land. 
Discouragement seemed to appear on every hand, but 
the miracle-working God again proved to unbelievers 
that His word was true. The waters of the Red Sea 
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parted and the people of God were safe on the other 
side. 

Abraham, the father of the faithful, was put 
through the test on the mountainside. Isaac, the son 
of promise, was about to be offered as a sacrifice, but 
God would not fail a man consecrated to His service. 
The bushes began to rattle, the ram began bellowing; 
and again the power of God was manifested to a man 
who dared trust Him and Him alone. 

Paul was a man of learning; yet, when he received 
God into his life, the people he had known as scholars 
denounced him. This did not darken his faith, how- 
ever, for we hear him say, “I am not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ .. .” (Romans 1:16). God help us to 
draw closer to Him that through faith our consecra- 
tion may become more sincere. 


ANOTHER PHASE OF CONSECRATION is 
the infilling of the Spirit of God. We are told in 
Genesis 1:2, 3, “The Spirit of God moved upon the 
face of the waters. And God said, Let there be light: 
and there was light.” Did you notice that before God 
spoke, the Spirit did its work? No wonder it is so 
necessary that we today have the Holy Ghost moving 
us before we make our decisions. In Luke 4 the Bible 
States that “Jesus being full of the Holy Ghost re- 
turned from Jordan, and was led by the Spirit into the 
wilderness.” After the forty days’ fast and the temp- 
tation, He was still filled with the Holy Ghost, for the 
Bible says, “And Jesus returned in the power of the 
Spirit into Galilee.” Praise God for the infilling of the 
Holy Ghost. 

It is not enough just to be filled with the Holy 
Ghost; the Bible says in Acts 2, “They continued sted- 
fastly in the apostles’ doctrine.” One of those who re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost on.the Day of Pentecost was 
Peter. Heretofore, he was a quick-tempered, up-and- 
down sort of fellow. When the Holy Ghost came in, 
he was the changed, bold, stalwart type of man who 
rose and said, “These are not drunken, as ye sup-

demand by the masses of this modern world 

for a medium through which man can escape 
reality. Among the young who never seem to take life 
seriously, among the middle-aged who have discov- 
ered that “life is earnest,” and among the aged who 
have eaten both the sweet and bitter fruits of life, this 
is evident. 

From the words of our text and the verses preceding 
it, we could easily suppose that the writer was a vic- 
tim of the trying, fearful, frustrating conditions of 
our own twentieth century. He has a mournful com- 
plaint. People are oppressing him and doing him 
wrong. He has a heart malady that has left him sore 
inside. He has fearfulness and trembling and is even 
horrified. All these faith-trying and nerve-racking 
experiences have left him utterly overwhelmed. In his 
desperation, he longs for a way of escape. He says, 
“Oh that I had wings like a dove, for then would I fly 
away, and be at rest.” He wants to get away from it 
all. He would rather be away in the wilderness than 
to have to face life any longer. In fact, he longs for 
something akin to death and says, “I would hasten 
my escape from the windy storm and tempest.” 

Although David lived centuries ago, he spoke the 
heartfelt sentiments of millions of people in our mod- 
ern age today. For here, even in America, there are 
signs everywhere that men are tired of reality and 
are trying to escape into a dream world. They want to 
be elevated from commonplace earthliness into the 
realm of being “out of this world.” The great com- 
panies of our land sell their merchandise on the basis 
of “it is out of this world.” A car salesman declares 
that his car is a “dream.” The popular songs most 
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loved by our teen-agers today are described as being 
“crazy” or “real gone.” This is the day of the “rock 
and roll” music—it will “rock” one out of his senses 
and “roll” him in the mire of dissipation. This is also 
the age of “souped-up” cars and “hopped-up” kids who 
are becoming more and more daring to try anything 
which promises more “kicks” and thrills. 

Some try to drown themselves and their problems 
in alcohol, while others walk on the clouds or in rosy 
fogs as a result of being “doped up.” Almost all of 
these mediums of escape are described with the direc- 
tion “up,” but the truth is, they are really ways that 
plunge downward to perdition instead of “up.” 

Some find escape through a life of sensual, worldly 
pleasure. Intrigued and entranced by the promises 
of “wild” romanticism, some are drawn blindly into 
the whirlpools of sin to their own destruction. There 
are some societies that advocate a “love tonight and 
let the devil take tomorrow” philosophy which borders 
on madness. Shockingly enough, there are over 25,000 
individuals in America each year who use the most 
diabolical way of escape of all and go “out of this 
world” by suicide. 

What does it all mean, this desire for “out of this 
world” sensationalism? 


IN THE FIRST PLACE IT seems that 
within every man there is some vital and important 
part of his nature which cannot be satisfied with this 
world. This is how God expected it to be. He placed 
within man an eternal soul; not eternal in the sense 
that God is eternal—for God has no beginning and 
man does—but in the sense that each soul born into 
the world has an eternal existence. Therefore, man 
cannot be satisfied in this world of time and space 
when his ultimate destination is to inhabit eternity 
which has no limitations. Consequently, he discovers 
more and more that actually this world is not his 
home. For this reason it seems that anything which 
transcends mere common experience is definitely ap- 
pealing to the individual who is tired of or bored with 
life. 

I realize perfectly well that there are times when 
one must have rest, recreation and even a certain 
amount of escape from his regular living routine. 
Nevertheless, the best way of escape is the experience 
of getting in touch with the divine, supernatural pow- 
er of God. Just think of the many “out of this world” 
experiences that one can have. First of all, there is the 
new birth which elevates man from his sinfulness and 
makes him a new creature. He is then made partaker 
of the Lord’s divine nature and is a citizen of another 
world. He is brought out of darkness into the mar- 
velous light of the gospel, to be led by the Lord Him- 
self. He experiences the power of deliverance in his 
life by the power of the Spirit and the blood of the 
Lamb, and knows perfect liberty. He is made to sit in 
“heavenly” places in Christ Jesus. He is able to drink 
at the fountain that never runs dry, and all his thirst 
is quenched. He is filled with the Holy Ghost, the 
new wine, and becomes drunk on joy. Then he eats

OU MIGHT AS WELL try to cool the sun with an 

ice cube, as to understand the thoughts and ways 

of God with the natural mind. You could just as 
easily count on your fingers the stars of heaven, as with 
natural logic and reasoning understand the high ways 
of God. 

If you could create world and constellations, measure 
the waters of the seven seas in the palm of your hand, 
lower valleys and wrinkle up mountains; if you could 
chart and time the course of the sun, moon and stars 
without missing a hairsbreath or a second; if you could 
inhabit eternity and create the spirit of life, then you 
might understand the thoughts and ways of God. 


Who Can Know the High Ways of God? 


The Bible says in 1 Corinthians 2:14, “But the natural 
man receiveth not the things of the Spirit of God: for 
they are foolishness unto him: neither can he know 
them, because they are spiritually discerned.” My friend, 
the natural, unregenerate mind of the unsaved and un- 
converted can never know, fully, the things of God. 


It has always been so. Man, with his little finite mind, 
has been grappling with the problem of creation for ages. 
He has developed the theory of evolution, has talked 
about whirling masses and evolving monkeys but has 
never been able to satisfy the mind of the true scientist. 
He disbelieves when God says, “In the beginning, God 
created the heavens and the earth” because he does not 
understand the process. 


When Noah, at the command and under the direction 
of God, began to build the ark, the world laughed at 
him. They could not understand why a man would spend 
his time working on a boat. It had never rained; a mist 
had risen from the earth and had watered the whole 
creation of God. There was no earthly reason why a man 
should want to build a boat. Their carnal, natural minds 
could not know that there was a heavenly reason for 
that righteous preacher of righteousness to be working 
on the building. The Lord God had appeared to him 
and given holy orders for the building of the ark. With- 
out the benefit of a written revelation, without any special 
feeling, working simply because God had spoken, Noah 
prepared the ark for the saving of his household. The 
Bible says, “Because the foolishness of God is wiser than 
men; and the weakness of God is stronger than men,” 
1 Corinthians 1:25. 

Some of you who read this do not think it is so wise 
to forsake the world and work on the building. You 
would dare to lift up your little, finite, earthbound mind 
and question the omniscience of Almighty God. Like the 
men of old, you stand to one side and mock while others 
work in the vineyard of God. You think it is silly to go 
to church and pray. You think it is foolish for us to 
give God a tenth of our earnings and offerings of all 
we possess. You think that we are “off” because we

refrain from indulging in the pleasures of the world. You 
do not understand the high ways of God. Someday the 
floods of God’s wrath and judgment are going to be 
poured upon a mocking world. You, too, will pray then, 
but it will be too late! 

Listen to what God says in Proverbs 1:24-32, “Because 
I have called, and ye refused; I have stretched out my 
hand, and no man regarded; But ye have set at nought 
all my counsel, and would none of my reproof: I also will 
laugh at your calamity; I will mock when your fear 
cometh; When your fear cometh as desolation, and your 
destruction cometh as a whirlwind; when distress and 
anguish cometh upon you. Then shall they call upon 
me, but I will not answer; they shall seek me early, but 
they shall not find me: for that they hated knowledge, 
and did not choose the fear of the Lord: They would 
none of my counsel: they despised all my reproof. There- 
fore shall they eat of the fruit of their own way, and 
be filled with their own devices. For the turning away 
of the simple shall slay them, and the prosperity of 
fools shall destroy them.” 


Moses Knew the High Ways of God 


You NEED TO HAVE your eyes anointed 
with the eyesalve of understanding and your mind 
quickened by the wisdom of God. You need to be re- 
generated, born again, washed in the blood, pardoned, 
forgiven, redeemed, saved, and made a new creature in 
Christ Jesus; then you would have the mind of chrigy 
and would better understand the things of God. 

When King Edward VIII, of England, abdicated the 
throne for the love of a woman, he startled the whole 
world; but more than thirty-five hundred years ago, a 
man did a much more noble thing. He abdicated the 
throne for the love of a Man. And here is the story: 
Hebrews 11:24-26, “By faith Moses, when he was come 
to years, refused to be called the son of Pharoah’s daugh- 
ter; Choosing rather to suffer affliction with the people 
of God, than to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a season; 
Esteeming the reproach of Christ greater riches than 
the treasures of Egypt: for he had respect unto the re- 
compence of the reward.” 

Moses looked at the gold and silver, the diamonds and 
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jewels in the treasure house of Egypt. He looked at the 
full granaries, the wine and the women, the rich foods, 
the fame and the fortune, the pomp and the power, 
and all the riches of Egypt. Then, by faith, he looked 
at the old rugged cross with its shame and reproach. 
He looked at the suffering and affliction of those who 
dared to serve God. Because he had respect for the re- 
ward, because he caught a glimpse of the high ways of 
God, he chose to abdicate for the love of a Man. The 
Bible says that he endured as seeing Him who is in- 
visible—that is the Lord God. 


Now some said to him, that is, those who thought with 
the natural mind, looked with the natural eyes and heard 
with the natural hearing, “Moses, look at the flash of 
the diamonds and the glitter of the gold; look at the 
sparkle of the wine and the beauty of the women. Moses, 
think of the pomp of your office and the power of your 
word. Now, the sensible thing for you to do is to choose 
the throne of Pharaoh.” 


I can almost hear Moses say, “I can’t see the flash of 
the diamonds for thinking of those gates that are made 
of a single pearl. I can’t think of the glitter of the gold 
for thinking of those streets paved with pure, transparent 
gold. I can’t see the sparkle of the wine for looking at 
the waters of the River of Life. I can’t picture the beauty 


_ of the women of Egypt for visualizing the loveliness of 
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the company of saints with their robes of righteousness 
and starry crowns.” Oh, praise, God, for the high ways 
of God and the wisdom and power of right choice! 


Egypt looked good to the natural eye and the carnal 
mind; but to the spiritual eye, compared to heaven, it 
looked like a garbage dump. This old world, with its glitter 
and glow, holds a fascination for the natural mind; but 
it holds no attraction for those who have been born of the 
Spirit. With the eye of faith, they see the high ways of 
God. The Scriptures have declared, “But as it is written, 
Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither have entered 
into the heart of man, the things which God hath pre- 
pared for them that love him. But God hath revealed 
them unto us by His Spirit: for the Spirit searcheth all 
things, yea, the deep things of God.” Praise God, because 
he has given us a spiritual vision of the high ways of God. 


Jesus Knew the High Ways of God 


MEN LOOKED AT JESUS and marveled. They 
could not understand this strange man who talked of 
the kingdom of God. He did not appear to be concerned 
with accumulating wealth. His earthly possessions were 
exactly nil. He owned no real estate, no cattle or flocks, 
no boats and no beds. He did not have so much as a 
place to lay His head. His thoughts were not their 
thoughts, and His ways were not their ways. 

High society had no appeal for Him. While the rich, 
young ruler and Nicodemus sought Him out, He looked 
for publicans and sinners. He went to the marriage in 
Cana of Galilee, but only to replenish the supply of wine. 
He had no time for the Pharisees, but stopped a marching 
multitude to minister to a poor, ragged, blind begger. 
He talked with a sinful woman at Jacob’s well, and for- 
gave a common streetwalker caught in the very act of 
adultery. It seemed that He sought the quiet of the 
garden more often than he did the noise of the market 
place. Worldly men could not understand this heavenly 
Man. Those who lived on the low level of sin could not 
understand this Man who lived in the high ways of God. 

They accused Him of being the prince of devils but 
found neither sin in His life nor guile in His mouth. 
He took little children in His arms and blessed them. He 
bound up broken hearts and forgave sins. He walked on 
the water and commanded wind and wave. He multiplied 
fishes and loaves to satisfy the hunger of the needy. 
He healed the crippled and caused them to leap as harts. 
He opened the eyes of the blind and gave them vision. 
He caused new music to be heard by the ears of the 
deaf. He gave the tongue of the mute a new song. Those 
who slept the sleep of death heard a voice of authority 
calling them, and they lived again. He supplied heaven’s 
pardon for earth’s sins and heaven’s bread for earth’s 
hunger. He gave heaven’s healing for earth’s sick and 
showed them the possibilities of the kingdom of God. 

When the world could not pull Him down to their 
level, they decided to destroy Him. Many of them were 
unwilling to rise to His high ways; therefore, they would 
not tolerate Him. One day, the men and women, when 
He had come to save and lift, drove him through the 
streets of Jerusalem to the rugged steeps of Golgotha. 
There they laughed and mocked Him; they spit on him, 
ridiculed him, and cast scorn at Him. They mistreated 
and abused Him. Finally, they hammered cruel spikes 
into His hands and feet, hung His body on the cross, and 
thrust a spear into His precious side. They let Him hang 
there until He was dead. 

He established a great day for the Church when He 
entered the world by way of the virgin birth. He gave 
us a day of sorrow when He died on the Cross of Calvary; 
but, praise be unto God, He gave us our gladdest day 
when He broke the fetters of death and the bands of 
the grave to usher in the first Easter. Oh, hallelujah! 
Oh, hallelujah! He arose from the grave! He arose! 


You Can Know the High Ways of God 


My FRIEND, perhaps you do not understand 
the high ways of God. There may be many things in 
the Bible you do not understand. It could be that you do 
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not even understand the Christians, but I have good 
news for you. You neither have to know everything nor 
everyone to know God. 

Here is what you can do: You can get down on your 
knees somewhere and look to Jesus Christ. You can 
tell Him that you repent of your sins and that you are 
sorry that you have tried to live your life without His 
help. Tell Him that you need Him very much. He has 
promised in His Word that, if you will repent of your 
sins, believe in your heart that God has raised Him 
from the dead and confess Him with your mouth, He 
will save you. Do it right now, Friend. May God bless 
you as you pray. 

Christian, you may live a separated life that will 
bring glory and honor to His wonderful name. It is not 
the will of God for you to live in defeat and despair. 
God wants you to come out of the world and live a life 
of true holiness. You are not at your best for Him 
when you live in a state of compromise. You should 
burn every bridge, cut loose every mooring and launch 
out into the deep with Him. It matters not what others 
say about you; the most important thing in life is to 
have the approval of the Lord. 

God wants you to be filled with all the fullness of 
God. He wants you to be filled with the Spirit. It is His 
good pleasure to give you the kingdom of God. You can 
live in the land of milk and honey and have the full- 
ness of His joy. 

Let us look away from the lowlands of sin and car- 
nality and lift up our eyes to the uplands of the high 
ways of God. My friends, will you lay aside your “low 
ways” for the “high ways” of God? May God bless you 
as you surrender to Him now.

the seas, and ran out of fresh water. For days their 
thirst had tormented them. They were miles away 
from land. They sighted another vessel, and in their 
despair they shouted and cried, “Send us water. We 
are out of water. We need fresh water.” To their 
amazement came the cry, “Let down your buckets 
over the ship; there is plenty of water.” To them 
it seemed pure folly to think of an answer as simple 
as that. Let down their buckets into all that salty 
water? Again came the insistent cry. It was all that 
simple. “Let down your buckets over the side of the 
ship.” When they let down their buckets, they found 
to their utter amazement the water was sweet. The 
answer was simple. A strong river emptied its vast 
resources into the brine of the sea. The force of the 
river was such that the fresh water was carried miles 
out to sea, and obtaining a fresh supply of water in 
that particular area was so simple it only required 
letting down buckets over the side of the ship. It is 
that way with us today in our coming to Christ. Our 
salvation is so simple. If we will have faith in Him, 
and trust Him, abandon all the attempts of our own 
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salvation, and trust implicitly in Christ, then we shall 
be saved. 


This is what St. John is trying to tell us in John 
3:15-17, “That whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have eternal life. For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life. For God sent not his Son into the 
world to condemn the world; but that the world 
through him might be saved.” It is just that simple. 
Believe in Him, and we shall not perish. Believe that 
God loved us enough that He sent His Son into the 
world to die for us, and trust in Him, and we shall 
have life. In John 3:36 John the Baptist boldly de- 
clares, “He that believeth on the Son hath everlasting 
life.” What shall I do to be saved? Again comes th 
answer. John 6:40, “Every one which seeth the Son, 
and believeth on him, may have everlasting life: and 
I will raise him up at the last day.” Verse 47, “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that believeth on me hath 
everlasting life.” 


Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ and the burden of 
sin rolls away. ‘The darkness of sin’s night becomes 
bright with the sunrise of God’s everlasting love in 
our souls. Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ and never 
doubt that the precious blood of Jesus Christ still has 
its power, and His precious blood will sever the bond- 
age of sin and set you free so that you have liberty, 
joy, and peace in your soul, for He boldly declares, 
“The blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from 
all sin.” 


THE ANSWER GIVEN the Philippian jail- 
er in days of old will stand you in good stead this 
day, for you, too, can have salvation from your sins. 
Romans 10:9, “That if thou shalt confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart 
that God hath raised him from the dead, thou shalt 
be saved.” It is just that simple. We must believe in 
our heart that the Lord Jesus Christ is our only hope, 
our only stay. Abandon everything else. We have re- 
pented, we have confessed, we have recognized He is 
the only hope, we have called on Him; now every- 
thing rests in His hands. Let us believe Him, and our 
salvation is sure; and we shall have the blessing of 
God in our hearts and in our souls. 


Does the answer that Paul gave to the inquiring 
jailer work? Let the Scriptures answer. Acts 16:34, 
“And when he had brought them into his house, he 
set meat before them, and rejoiced, believing in God 
with all his house.” Surely it worked. His sins were for- 
given. The darkness was blotted out. A new name 
was written in glory, and he rejoiced because the an- 
swer really worked. Does it work? Listen to the cry 
that comes out to the city of Samaria where Christ 
had been preached, “And the people with one accord 
gave heed unto those things.” “There was great joy 
in the city.” Surely it works, for in Acts 8:12 it said, 
“But when they believed Philip preaching the things 
concerning the kingdom of God, and the name of 
Jesus Christ, they were baptized, both men and wom- 























en.” Yes it worked, for they were baptized and had 
great joy in that city. 

Does the answer work? Of a certainty, for listen to 
the words: of the Lord Jesus in Mark 2:5, “When 
Jesus saw their faith, he said unto the sick of the 
palsy, Son, thy sins be forgiven thee.” Does the an- 
swer, believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, work? Read 
the record that Luke gives of the sinner woman who 
came to the Lord Jesus in Luke 7:50, “And he said 
to the woman, Thy faith hath saved thee; go in 
peace.” Yes, thank God, the answer works. The Bible 
testifies to this fact. Millions of saved persons in the 
world today shout with a hearty “Amen” that belief 
in the Lord Jesus Christ brings the desired results in 
their lives. My friend, will you try it today? Will you 
come to Him' and believe on the Lord Jesus Christ? 
If you do, the Scripture said, “Thou shalt be saved.”

Surely, we 
who have Christ in our lives can sacrifice a few of 
the things of life in order to be fully consecrated to 
God. A full surrender of self is a must for a full con- 
secration. Everything we have must be given whole- 
heartedly to God.

RESOLUTION NO. 26 


WHEREAS Civil Defense is necessitated by an ideo- 
logical world conflict between Democracy and Com- 
munism, and 

WHEREAS the strength of American Democracy is 
derived from its moral and spiritual foundations, and 

WHEREAS the program of Communism rests on 
militant atheistic materialism, and 

WHEREAS the clergy and churches of America rep- 
resent the creative moral forces of our way of life, and 

WHEREAS there are more than 100 million church 
members and 300,000 clergymen in America, and 

WHEREAS there is no other organization which 
reaches so many people so regularly and so personally, 
and 

WHEREAS Civil Defense needs moral support for 
recruitment and training of volunteers for all its 
services, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the 
United States Civil Defense Council recommend to the 
official authorities of all national religious bodies to 
take affirmative action in support of the program of 
civil defense and authorize local clergymen to actively 
participate in the local Civil Defense program, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this workshop 
recommend to every Civil Defense Director: 

(1) To establish a working relationship with the 
clergy and the churches of his jurisdiction, and 

(2) To appoint a representative Religious Affairs 
Advisory Committee, and 

(3) To include on his staff a Religious Affairs Of- 
ficer, and 

(4) To provide for a Church Affairs Program and 
for a Chaplain Service applicable to both natural and 
nuclear disasters, and 

(5) To recommend a plan of Civil Defense organi- 
zation to every local congregation for its own security 
and for its participation. in local Civil Defense opera- 
tions.
